This communication is responsive to the Office Action of 
December 7, 2004. 



The Examiner indicated that the present application contained 
two different inventions, namely a method of controlling magnetic flux and an 
electromagnetic drive, and required to elect a single invention for further 
prosecution. 

With the present communication, applicant provisionally elects 
for further prosecution the invention drawn to a method of controlling 
magnetic flux, classified in class 361, subclass 139. 

Claim 1-12 are readable on the elected invention, as 
respectfully requested to prosecute it further. 

At the same time, the Examiner's election requirement is 
respectfully traversed. It is respectfully submitted that this application is a 
U.S. national phase application based on the earlier PCT application. 
Therefore, its prosecution has to follow PCT rules. As specified in PCT Rule 
13, it is permitted to prosecute in a single application several inventions, 
such as for example a product and a method, if they have a common general 
inventive idea. 
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From consideration of the independent claims currently on file, 
it can be seen that the claims related to the method and the apparatus have 
a common inventive idea. 

Therefore it is believed that all inventions disclosed in this 
application have to be retained in the application, and all claims related to 
these inventions have to be examined. 

Consideration and allowance of the present application is most 
respectfully requested. 

Should the Examiner require or consider it advisable that the 
specification, claims and/or drawings be further amended or corrected in 
formal respects in order to place this case in condition for final allowance, 
then it is respectfully requested that such amendments or corrections be 
carried out by Examiner's Amendment, and the case be passed to issue.
